Transfusion of Human Milk Into 
the Veins of a Charity Hos- 
pital Patient. 


An Experiment Also in Transfusion of 
Blood. 


[From the New York World, ] 


The operation for the transfusion of human 


milk into the veins of a sick patient was done 
for the first time, it is said, by Dr. Joseph W. 
Hlowe at Charity Hlospital, Blackwell’s Island, 
on Saturday afternoon. Several operations 
for the transmission of cow’s milk and goat’s 
milk habe been recorded, but the results have 
always been unfavorable. Blood transfusion 
is almost as old as Greek history, but even 
that ope ration has only been resorted to as the 
last forlorn hope, when no other agent known 
to the art and science of medicine or Surgery 
could be of any avail. The records show that 
about one in twenty of all the patients upon 
Whom the operation of transfusion of 
blood has been performed has been benetitted 
permanently, while in the large majority of 
eases life has been prolonged only for a few 
hours. 

Dr. Howe’s operation was performed in the 
arena of the little amphitheater on the top 
floor of Charity Hospital, and a large number 
of spectators were present. Several distin- 
guished surgeons were also present to assist in 
the operation, among them Dr. Alfred C. 
Post. Prof. J. W. S. Arnold was also present 
to observe the effects of the operation upon 
the heart, and to make analyses of the blood 
of the patient before and after the operation. 

The patient was a young woman of French 
descent. She had been ‘suffering for 
time from two or three large dorsal abscesses, 
and all kinds of treatment failed to arrest the 


suppurative process that was slowly drinking | 


up her blood. She had been reduced almost 
to a skeleton, and it was very evident that she 
had but a short time to live. 

elt may be,’’ said Dr. Howe, while his 
“assistants were getting everything in readiness 
forthe operation. that human milk may 
have a better effect than cow’s milk or goat’s 
milk, both of which I have tried. It can 
hardly be expected that it will do better thin 
blood, but any rate we shall The milk 
has been taken from a strong, healthy woman, 
and it will be injected, at about the normal

temperature of the body, into the left cephalic | 


vein. 

A vein in the left arm was then opened and 
a cunula inserted to keep it distended, a stil- 
ette being attached to prevent any air from 
entering the vein. Dr. Post held his watch 
in one hand and kept the fingers of the other 
hand on the patient’s radial artery. The 
pulse, be said, was beating at the rate of 125 
per minute. Dr. Howe said that the pulsa- 
tions of the heart had probably been increased 
by ten or fifteen per minute on account of the 
excitement of the patient. 

Two ounces of milk had been provided for 
the operation, aud great care was taken to 
keep it at exactly the normal temperature of 
the blood. Just before the operation Dr. 
Howe asked Prof. Arnold what effect the add- 
ition of a few grains of the carbonate of soda 
to the milk would have, and received the an- 
swer that it would not make any differenee in 
the result. It was not used. A nurse of the 
vatient’s own sex stood by her head, and Dr. 


lowe spoke encouraging words to her as he | 


inserted the pdint of ‘the instrument into the 
wounded vein.

The respirations were now only at the rate 
of ten in a minute, and many of the spectators 
thought that the patient was going to die. She 
rallied quickly, however, and 
breathing naturally. 

Dr. Howe—Now you have seen how alarm- 
ing the symptoms appearto be, but they are 
not nearly so serious as 1 have seen them in 
other cases. The patient is not going to die. 
She will suffer no harm from the operation 
and pessibly she may be benetited. However, 
[think that ] have seen enough to convince 
methat the transfusion of milk should be 
abandoned as an unsuccessful operation. I 
think we will stick to blood hereafier. 

In about three minutes the patient recov- 
ered sufficiently to be able to answer ques- 
tions and, the house surgeons having been in- 
structed as to what her future treatment 
should be, she was removed. Her pulse had 
fallen to ninety-six and her 
increased to twenty-four per minute, 

Another patient, also a young woman, was 
subjected to the operation of hjood transfu— 
sion. She was in the last stage of consump- 
tion. The blood was furnished by a = strdng 
male attendantat the hospital who had al- 
ready been bled four times in the same cause. 
Ile warned Dr. Hove that this was the last 
time that he would consent tothe operation, 
saving he was getting too old to be able to 
spare any blood. 

About three ounces of blood was drawn 
from his arm, and the operator defibrinated it 
by stirring it with a glass rod and straining it 
through a piece of linen. Ammonia was then 
mixed with the blood to prevent it from coag- 
ulating, and care was taken to maintain the 
temperature at the normal standard. P'rofes— 
sor Arnold examined the blood of the patient, 
and found that there were only 1,000,000 red 
corpuscles Where there ought to be 5,090,000, 
An examination of the donor’s, blood showed 
that it was healthy. 

Dr. Howe-—The cephalic vein has now been 
opened and the canola inserted. The blood 
will be injected by means of Collin’s instru- 


ment, Which I have found to be superior to |
